FOOD LAW FEATURE 
The Federal food and 
drugs 
act 
states that food In 
package 
form 
shall be deemed^nisbranded if “the 
quantity of the content\ be not plain­ 
ly and conspicuously marked on the 
outside of the package In terms 
of 
weight, measure or numerical count.” 
This provision of the law is appli­ 
cable to products of the farm, Suches 
fruits and vegetables, if shipped in 
package form, as well as 
to 
manu­ 
factured foods. 
Shippers of these products should 
see that bags, crates, boxes, hampers 
and packages of other kinds bear a 
true, plain and 
conspicuous 
state- 
ment of the quantity of food in the 
package before being shipped in in­ 
terstate 
commerce 
or

brought within the jurisdiction of the 
act. 
If, during the present season, in­ 
spectors of the bureau encounter in­ 
terstate shipments of these products 
which are not properly marked with 
statements of net 
contents,

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A VICIOUS MEASURE 


The Register is thoroughly convinced that the 
proposed amendments to the laws governing the 
practice of dentistry in California are not conducive 
to the public welfare—are not drawn and proposed 
in the interest of the people as a whole. 
In yester­ 
day’s issue of the Register was published a summary 
of the purport of these amendments, with reasons 
why they should not be adopted by the voters at the 
November election, issued for public information by 
the State Dental Association. So far as we are able 
to judge, and as we believe on faith in the Dental 
Association, the facts are fairly presented and the 
arguments are sincere.and sound. 
But we need not rest upon what may be termed 
“interested” testimony and analysis. We have testi­ 
mony and evidence to the same effect from such high 
authorities as Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler. President 
of the University of California; Dr. James A. B. 
Scherer, President of Throop College of Technology'; 
Dr. Aurelia Henry Reinhardt, President of Mills 
College; all bf whom condemn the proposed amend­ 
ments on the broad ground that they are not only 
against sound public policy, but are actually and 
effectively against public interest and welfare. All of 
these eminent publicists say the same thing—that the 
proposed amendments seek to lower standards, where­ 
as they should be raised. 
With this view all intelligent people must agree. 
In promoting and protecting public health, especially 
along lines of prevention of disease, the dental pro­ 
fession stands second only to those of medicine and 
surgery; and manifestly any change in the law. which 
would lower the standard of qualifications now re- 
quired for the practice in this state of so vitally im­ 
portant a profession must necessarily be harmful 
rather than helpful. 
The claim for the proposed amendments that 
they will put good dentistry within the reach of the 
poor man bv lowering prices is both vicious and false 
—vicious because it is false, but more vicious because 
it is deceptive and specious. Unskillful and unscien­ 
tific dentistry is dear at any price or without price, 
because its ultimate and logical results are pain and 
sickness and death. 
Instead cf the proposed amend­ 
ments being a protection to the poor man, they would. 
if enacted into law, rob him of the protection he now 
enjoys and leave him a naked prey to predatory 
ignorance and incompetent cupidity. 


BATTLES AND FOOTBALL 


‘’These young Americans,” wrote a German 
major to his wife, in a letter that some pf those un­ 
pleasant young fellows took from him, along with 
his spiked helmet—“Those young Americans attack 
just as they play their football games. Nothing halts 
them, and they just keep coming. Our old men are 
no match for these youngsters, who don’t know 
enough to be afraid.” 
That sounds like a pretty good characteriza­ 
tion. 
Moreover, it corroborates the good judgment 
of our military authorities in preferring "youngsters” 
of 19 and 20 to men along in their thirties. 
It is literally true that the lads “don’t know 
enough to be afraid.” 
It is no disparagement of a 
man of twice their age to say that he generally 
does know enough, and if he fights bravely it is with 
a keen consciousness of the j**ril and the cost, from 
which his youthful comrades are free. The boys do 
fight just as they play football. 
It is no accident that football, as Americans 
play it, has never found favor except with boys of 
high school and college age. The psychology of that 
rough game is much the same as the psychology of 
battle, and it is a matter of age more than of physique. 


NEW ANGLE ON* LIBERTY BONDS 


When tile war ends, as everybody knows, our 
Liberty Bonds will be a debt which the United States 
government owes to its people. It will be necessary, 
for a long time, to levy taxes on us for the purpose 
of paying off these bonds. If we own no bonds, we 
will not receive any of this tax money, but will bi 
called upon to pay our share of it.
